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BANDITS HOLD UP 
TRAIN, LOOT MAIL 


GANG STOPS PASSENGER TRAIN 
NEAR PAXTON, ILL., ON WAY 
OUT OF CHICAGO. 


USE DYNAMITE TO GET CREW 


Second Blast Required Before Bandits 
Force Way Into Coach to Get 
Registered Mail. 


Paxton, %Ii—The New  Orieans 
Limited, passenger train of the Ill 
inois Central railrsad, was held up 
Monday night by 12 armed robbers 
south of Paxton and lovted of all reg: 
istered mail and the contents of the 
safe, which was blown open after the 
robbers had forced the engineer and 
fireman to disconnect the mail and- 
baggage car and run them to a bridge 
crossing a stream farther south. 

The engineer and fireman at first 
hesitated to obey the demands of the 
robbers, who crept over the tender 
into the cab, but when pistols were 
thrust into their faces, the trainmen 
complied and escaped further injury. 

Four members of the train crew. ' 
a mail clerk, baggage man, porter and | 
fireman were slightly wounded by the 
robbers. 

The robbers shouted through the 
door of the steel mail car that the 
engineer and fireman would be shot 
unless the door was opened. The 
clerks, under this threat, opened the 
door a couple of feet, and the engineer 
and fireman climbed aboard. No 
sooner were the trainmen in the mail 
car than they slammed the door in the ' 
face of the robbers. i 

Repeated demands from the robbers 
that thee@bor be opened were refused 
and a charge of dynamite was placed 
under the front truck of the car. The 
explosion failed to damage the heavy j 
steel coach and the detonation also 
failed to scare those inside to surren- 
dering their forces. ' 

The robbers then fired at the steel 
sides of the coach, but the rattle of | 
buckshot and bullets still failed tox 
bring a surrender. A second charge ! 
of dynamite was placed alongside the j 
door of the mail door, and _ this | 
wrenched off the door. H 

A battle followed but not until two = 
bombs were throwa into the mail car, j 
did the crew surrender. i 

All the registered mail and all the: 
valuables in the safe were placed in| 
a bag. The robbers then carried i

A telegram addressed to Crawford 
County Board of Road commissioners 
and sent by Mr. DeGlopper, district 
cusineer of Alpena, requesting that 
they meet in a joint session with the 
Otsego County board, for the purpose} 
of considering a change in the route 
of M18 trunk line highway running 
from Frederic north to Waters. 

At the present time this line runs 
eust’ from Frederic thru Maple Forest 
township in which is situated some of 
the best farming Jands in our county, 
and also some of our best undeveloped, 
This route, it is felt 
serves a much greater purpose then 
It appears to be 
desired by the department to change, 
this already  disignated route 
to one that will run _ parallel 
with the Michigan Central railroad, 
which is about four miles shorter. This 
would pass thru a section of country 
where the land is a barren wilderness 
and Where there is no chance of ever 
being settled. The land here is said 
to be poor and can never be expected 
to be developed. 

A meeting of the Grayling Board of 
Trade was called to consider the mat- 
ter and resolutions adopted and sent 
to the State highway department, and 
also a committee appointed to wait 
upon Mr. DeGlopper when he arrives 
teday. The resolution reads 4s fol-!

Detour! ! 

Detour! ! Wherever he drives now 
the farmer, as well as, others, sees 
these signs. 

He who heeds these well-meant 
signs, placed with good intent, does 
well. He saves himself a lot of troub- 
je and is guided to a better way. 

He who does not heed them, runs 
into trouble, and has only himself to 
blame, 

Detour! ! People of all the occu- 
pations that are getting satisfactory 
results are making detours, or have 
made -them. 

If managers of street car lines had 
not heeded the sign “Detour,” cars on 
those lines would still be drawn by 
horses. 

If doctors had not detoured and 
adopted ether, they would still be cut- 
ting off legs and arms while the pa- 
tient screamed, 

If dentists had blindly plunged on 
like us farmers though confronted 
with the sign “Detour,” our teeth 
would not be drawn with so’ little 
pain. If everybody were so slow to 
detour, to turn out, to change, to pick 
up a good thing, a better way, towns 
would be in darkness and we would 
sit in our gloomy homes squinting by 
the wretched light of a tallow dip. 

Detour! ! If the leaders had not 
detoured, sought better ways, the 
world would sink hopeless and help- 
less before the ravages of tuberculo- 
sis, smallpox, pneumonia, yellow fev- 
er and diphtheria. 

Brother farmer, you and I are 
queer peaple. We don’t detour very 
much in our business. 

We expect other occupations to find 
the best ways to do their work, 
to pull our teeth by easy methods; 
to give us electric light in our trains 
instead of lamps; invent telephones; 
to invent cement and the paper 
packing box when lumber became 
scarce; to improve our self-binders, 
plows and phonographs, and to give 
we are farmers, try to fool ourselves 
us moving picture; but, we, because 
into believing that we are a privileg- 
ed class, a class apart, different, a 


kind of people wha do not need to de- 
tour, to change, to seek better ways. 
Can you beat it! {1 

We take into our lives rural deliv- 
ery, parcels post, telephones, autos 
and better roads to run them on; but, 
in the actual conduct of our very own 
work, we do not very often detour, 
seek a better way, or follow a better 
way though we meet some who have 
traveled better ways and takes the 
trouble to tell us which way to go. 

We go on, year after year, with- 
out'a silo though corn stalks waste 
more than half their food value by 
standing out. 

We don’t hill-select our seed corn, 
nor intelligently cure it, nor test be- 
fore planting. 

We don’t hill-select seed potatoes, 
nor treat the seed for disease, nor 
spray for blight. 

Because we have once planted them 
without selecting or treating we think 
we always can. 

It may be a little trouble to detour; 
but it may be more profitable, and 
save trouble. 

If timothy and clover fail we think 
we must submit to empty hay mows. 

Detour! ! ! 

If oats are covered with smut, don’t 
think it must be so. Detour! ! 

If the farm is running out, detour! 

Use Green Manure. 

Jf we have the idea that alfalfa can 
not grow here and cut two luxuriant 
crops a year, read the sign board 
“Detour.” 

If we are sick of waiting a year 
for a chance to sell beef animals and 
then get an offer of five cents, four 
cents, three cents, a cent and a half 
x pound, all of which were reported 
last week, detour, and keep dairy 
cows, good ones and put a can of 
cream on the train every few days, 
forget it, and receive a check by mail 
in a few days. 

If we think that just because we 
are farming we must grow potatoes, 
and lift and lug on them, and take 
the fertility away from the farm, and 
make money on them often enough 
to bait us on to try it again until we 
lose it, let us detour, brother farmer, 
and raise ensilage corn on the same 
ground, feed it to dairy cattle, get 
frequent cream checks, and have a 
mountain of manure to put back on 
tne land. Detour! ! 

If we think it is money saved to 
keep scrub cattle, and to breed to 
serub wayside bulls because we save 
two dollars, for mercy sake man, let 
us detour. 

If we think that pile of stable ma- 
hure must necessarily lie there and 
heat and leach a year detour! 

We have met several men this week 
who dusted it onto a sod and were 
doing praiseworthy late fall plowing. 

Tf we think that thoughtful read- 
ing of books and bulletins on farm 
management is silly, and that care- 
ful perusal of two or three high class 
weekly farm pepers is waste time, 
detour brother, detour quick.

Statistician Tells of Feminine Views | 


and Acts at the Various Perioda 
of Their Lives. 
Shakespeare divided the life of man 
foto several stages-—vbabyhood, boy- 
hood, youth, maturity and old age— 
but a woman has gone the tmmartal 
WUlinin several better. She distributes 


the fe of woman amoung elght 
perforts, 

ilere they are: Babyhood, enitd- 
hood, girthood, self-supporting days, 


Ufe in eurnest, hausekeeping or bame 
making, downgrade and widowhood or 
dependence. The divisions are hot 
mathematically precise, but they 
square fairly well with the typteal 
life af nverage women. 

The woman carries babyhood and 
childhood to the age of fifteen: char- 
acterizes the three years following as 
carefree time; sees her sisters ag 
workers between efghteen and twenty- 
four; says that fram twenty-four to 
thirty-five life is eurnest; states that 
83 of every 100 women between thir- 
ty-five and. forty-five are bearing and 
rearing children; finds only 14 of the 
100 at work yet between forty-five and 
fifty-five; reports 21 widows >etween 
fifty-five and sixty-five; after the Iat- 
ter date 42 are dead, 50 widowed and 
8 working for nomina) wages. 

It isn't a cheering picture. Fror 
fifteen to eighteen there may be fun, 
frivollty and beaus, so that 11 of 100 
girls marry then; but between eight- 
een pnd twenty-four there come to be 
51 more wives and 80 more wagework- 
ers. Seventy-nine of the one hun- 
dred are wives at thirty-five, 83 pt 
forty-five. The advice that the sta- 
tistician draws from her facts and fig- 
ures {a-that girls should plan thelr 
lives nhend, This, however, Is more 
easily sald than done. Cupid has a 
trick of stepping !n and spoiling the 
shrewdest plans.—Spokesman-Review.

Fasten with spool 
wire. Then radiate the wires two by 
two Hke spokes to a wheel. Caution 
must be taken to keep all wires flat 
on the table else they will jumble at 
the center, + 

It is now time for the paper rope. 
Fasten one end at the center with 
glue. Then weave in and out starting 
with a single wire and then continu- 
ing two by two and when it comes to 
the single wire at completion of first 
circle, clip it out, as It Is necessary 
for even weaving to have an odd 
number of wires. Upon completion of 
a base four Inches in diameter, with 
pilers bend each wire up vertical to 
form the side of basket. From now 
oh weave:in and out of single wires 
evenly spaced. When the side Is wov- 
en six Inches tah, fasten in three 


more strands of pauper rope, These 
strands with the one of the basket 
(aking four), are clamped with the 
short ends of the big wires, throwing 
the two strands in braided fushion 
‘to cover exch wire.

Queer Bambala Customs. 
Among the people of Congo few 


posgsegs stranger customs or present 
more curious contrasts than the Wane 
bata tribe, who five in numerous vil- 
lages on the bunks of the Kwilu Jpmba 


river in the southwestern part of 
the country. Fach village is under 
its own elief, who holds the position 
by virtue of his wealth and is sue- 


ceeded at his death by the next richest 
man of the tribe, His principal func: 
tion ts to act as money-lender to his 
subjects. No tribute is paid te the 
chief, but he hus a right to the ribs 
of every human being killed for food 
and to the hind legs of each animal 
killed during the great hunts. If a 
chief is” young enough, he acts as 
lender Jn war; otherwise one of his 
sons takes his place. 

Intermediate between the chief and 
the ordinary freeman 1g an hereditary 
class called muri, who may not eat 
human flesh nor yet the meat of fowls. 
They «are distinguished by an iron 
Dracelet and a special headcovertng of 
eloth, which may not be remuved by 
any one under penalty of death, even 
{f the offender did not {ntend to touch 
it, . 

The bracelet of a muri passes at 
death to the nepbew (sister's son), 
who succeeds to the dignity, and the 
heir must steal the skull of his uncle. 
The corpse ia buried for some two 
months, then the skull fs exhumed, 
painted red, and placed tn the hcuse 
its owner used to occupy. The 
nephew must gain possession of 
it at night without being observed, 
and, after hiding it for a few days in 
the bush, take it heme to his hut. 

If a muri ig Ellled tn war, his brace- 
Jet in sept home, but the skull has to 
be stolen as before from the hostile 
village. The chief privilege of a 
member of this class ts the right toa 
portion of each animal killed tn hunt- 
ing.

The poison, which ts derived from 
the bark of a native tree, is usually 
ground fine and mixed to a. thick 
paste, from which are made five small 
loaves and these are afministered one 
after the other to the defendant, Dur- 
ing the next fifteen minutes, if it is a 
ense of witchcraft, the bystanders 
call on Molokt (the evil principle) 
to come out. 

The poison usually acts very quick- 
ly; it may kill the accused or cause 
purging or vomiting. The last-named 
effect alone is regurded as a proof 
of innocence: In the second case the 
prisoner is compelled to dig a hole. 
He is then given u fawl tu eat and 
enough pitim-wine to make him quite 
intoxicated. After this he is tnid in the 
hole, or possibly gues and lays him- 
self down, and is then ‘buried alive 
In order to prevent Moloki escaping 
with hig Jast breath. A large fire 
is kept alight on the grave for two 
days, and then the body is exhumed 
and eaten. 

An Innocent man Js errried around 
the village, decorated with beads, and 
his accuser pays & Pig nS colnpensa- 
tlon for the false charge. 

Decorated With Scars. 

In color the Bambata are very dark 
brown, the hair Is absolutely black, 
and the eye a greenish black with a 
yellow cornea. The face {is not of the 
ordinary negro type, but much more 
refined; thick Hps, for example, are 
quite exceptional, and only a small 
proportion have fint noses. 

Tattooing {8 not common, but both 
men and women “decorate” them- 
selves with ornatnental scars, They 
rise above the surfyce of the skin 
soinetimes more thun an Inch. 

The ordinary food consists of manioc 
flour made into a paste with water 
and boiled. The leaves of the plant 
are ulso eaten prepared with palm- 
oll and pepper, Animal food is not 
limited to goats, pigs, and other do- 
mestic small fry, for, frogs excepted, 
everything helps to make a stew, from 
ants and grasshoppers up to man. 

Human flesh ts, of course, a spectat 
delicacy, and its use is forbidden to 
women, though they do not disdain 
to indulge secretly. Other titbits are 
a thick white worm found in palm- 
trees, locusts, rats, and blood boiled 
with cassava flour. Human flesh ts 
not the only food forbidden to women; 
they may not eat goat's flesh, hawks, 
vultures, small birds, snakes, animals 
hunted with weapons, crows, or par- 
rots. To the rule against flesh killed 
with weapons there are two; excep- 
tlons—the antelope and a smal] rat. 

Rich people, whe indulge ip luxuries, 
eat kolA. nuts In great numbers. A 
kind of native pej-per {s known, and 
of] is obtained from the palm-nut. But 
the chief condiment {8s salt, which is 
made of the ashes of water plants. 
There ‘a, however, a strong preference 
which is in 
erystalline form a# a rule; the crys- 
tais being perforated and strung on 
a stting, which {a dipped into the 


food-pot. On a journey salt is eaten 
ag a stimulant and salt water is 
also drunk. 


As regards animai food, If there is 
abundance it is simply boiled and eat- 
en with the fingers. It must be re- 
membered that meat for the Bambaia 
la simply a benboen, much as choco- 
lates are ‘for us. Once when a white 
traveler killed an elephant, which the 
natives were at Iiberty to consume, 
blood, skin, and bones, if they pleased, 
after they had eaten as much ag they 
wanted they went to him and asked 
for their dinner. 

Cannibalism is an everyday occur- 
rence, and, according to the natives 
themrelves, who display no reticence 
except in the presence of state officials, 
it ia based on a sincere liking for 
human flesh.

Berthold Auer- 
bach, German pov- 
elist, was born on 
the 28th of Feb- 
‘puary, 1812, at 

Nordstetten im the 
Wurttemberg 
Biack Forest. His 
parenta were Jews 
and intended their 
son for the min- 
istry; but after 
studying philos- 
ophy at Tubingen, 
Munich and Hel- 
delberg, and be- 
coming estranged 
from. the Jewish 
orthodoxy Ly the 
study of Syinosa, 
he devoted bim- 
welf to Ifterature. 

Auerbach’s beginning was ai most 
fortanate one, as he wrote a romance 
on the Hfe of Spinosn (1837) “so tnter- 
eating in itself, and so close im its ad- 
herence to fact,’ that it may be read 
with equal advantage as a novel, or as 
a biography, He also translated the 
works of Spinoza. 

The author won his fame chiefly 
through his stories of peasant Mfe in 
the Black forest, in which he depicts 
the life of the South German peasant, 
as Albrecht Bitsxnis painted the peas- 
antry of Switzerland, 

After writing many stories of this 
order, Auerbach [ater returned to his 
firat phase as a novelist, and wrote 
“On the Heights,” and other romances 
of a more speculative and philesoghical 
tendency, turning upon plots invented 
by himself; but. with the exception of 
“On the Heights,” which has always 
been a great favorite, these romances 
were mot very popular. 

Averbach died at Cannes, Fraace, on 
the 8th of February, 1882. A List of 
his works contains “Dichter und Kauf- 
man,” “Schwatzwalder Dorfgeschich- 
ten,” “Borfussele,” “Edelweiss,” “Das 
Landhaus am Rheia” and a aumber of 


others,

ed in the newspapers,’ offending the 
king and awakening his thought that 
\he queen is weak and sentimental. 

Countess Irma, because of her offi- 
cial position, has access at all times 
to the young prince's apartments apd 
it is Soon apparent that she Js fast at- 
taining royal favor. Qne day the 
king lays his hand upon hers and 
Jooks at ber in such a manner that 
Walpurga tells her it is improper, but 
is advised to attend to her own af- 
fairs, and the countess writing to a 
friend, boasts that the king prefers 
her above all others and that he has 
given her a feather from an eagle that 
he shot. 

Later, when they are alone together, 
the king asks the countess, if when 
they are by themselves, he may call 
her his “true comrade” and makes re- 
marks Implying that the «ueen and he 
are not in closest harmony. 

The devotion of his wife, however, 
ts abundantly attested by a mighty 
struggle through which she passes. 
She was a Protesrant and the king a 
Catholic and out of love fo him she 
resolves to give up her religion, but 
instead of pleasing his majesty, this 
only makes bim angry because he 
takes it to be another token of her 
weakness, and he gets Dr. Gunther to 
dissuade her from such a course. He 
also sends flowers every day to Coun- 
tess Irma, who Is flattered, but away 
down in her heart she fs offended, 
and she writes her friend that she 
feels herself altogether alone in the 
world. 

Soon after this the king goes on a 
hunting trip and he asks the queen 
to have the countess write to him 
about the baby prince. The queen be 
gins to be suspicious of her husband 
and the scandal concerning the rela- 
tions of the king and Irma increases.

ladies of the court requests that she 
return to’ them, Irtha after some hest- 
tation complies, and one duy near u 
statue of liberty for which the ecoun- 
tess was the model, the king clasps 
her tn his arms and {mprints the 
“kiss of eternity” upon her lips. Later 
at a ball he tells her that she Is 
beautiful and that he loves her, and 
she consoles herself with the thought 
that “the priest gave him to the 
queen but nature gave him to her.” 

At an opportune moment her broth- 
er Bruno tells Irma that her actions 
ure the talk of the town und the best 
way out of the matter ts for her to 
get married. Colonel von Bronnen, a 
noble courtier, proposes to her but Is 
rejected, and the countess begins to 
realize that: “It is hell to be con- 
scious of guilt and yet remain beside 
a pure and happy creature.” 

In the meantime, Walpurga com- 
pletes her term of service, and before 
Jeaving for home calls upon Irma, who 
gives her a bag of gold won at the 
gaming table the night before. 

In the Httle village in the High- 
lands, every one at first patronized 
Walpurga and Hansal, but receiving 
no favors at their hands, the people 
show that human nature js the same 
there as at court, for they circulate 
all sorts of scandalous tales concern- 
ing them, but when the happy couple 
purchase an extensive “freehold” the 
good wishes of all their old friends 
go with them to their new abode. At 
this juncture, some one at court writes 
to Irma's father, informing him that 
she is “the king's mistress” and at the 
news he is fatally stricken, but before 
he passes away he presses his hand 
to his daughter’s brow and she Iinter- 
prets the act as setting there the mark 
of Cain and wears a bandage over It 
forever after. 

Irma {is now In a terrible state of 
mind and when, the xing writes to her: 
“TJ alone can kiss away the shadows 
that cloud your brow” it only in- 
ereases her desperation and she re- 
solves upon suicide. 

She writes thus to the queen: “I 
expiate my crime in death.” And to 
the king: “We are treading the wrong 
path. You belong not to yourself alone, 
but to your people.

Report of the countess’ death soon 
spreads abroad and search is made 
for her body, but no trace of it is 
found, yet a tablet Is erected by the 
lake bearing this inscription: ‘Here 
perished Irma, Countess of Wildenort, 
in the twenty-first year of her life. 
Traveler, pray for and honor her mem- 
ory.” 

Back at court, the king upon re- 
ceiving Irma’s letter is deeply repent- 
ant and saddened by the reflection 
that “there is no greetness without 
morality.”

There probably has never been a 
gathering in the history of natiohs 
when the purpose for which it was held 
has been of such great importance tu 
civilization as the one that is to begin 
in Washington next Saturday. It is 
a tremendous project effecting the 
whole world of people. We have na 
thot that complete disarmament de- 
gree can possibly be expected. There 
is only one thing, in our mind, that 
could possibly bring this about and 
that is that the people of every land 
turn to devout Christianity. When 
this is done, and we believe not until 
then, may we have complete disarm- 
ament of all nations. 

It would be a tremendous leap from 
the present military status of the sev- 
eral nations to complete disarmament 
and nobody is going to believe it will 
easily be accomplished. But that in 
no way lessens the responsibility of 
the nations engaged in the conference. 
They must, in order to accomplish 
any great good along this line, bend 
their every efforts toward sending 
the disarmament wedge as deeply into 
the militaristic forces as is possible. 
This is sure to be a step in the direc- 

- tion toward which we have turned 
our Faces at this time. 

It is for a great humane purpose 
that nations are about to unite at 
this time ta do what they can to for- 
ever prevent one nation from grap- 
pling the throat of another in war- 
fare. The appealing silent voices of 
the millions who lest their lives dur- 
ing the World war are certain to_be 
heard, just as surely os there is a God 
in heaven, and cast a deep sense of 
responsibility over the assembly at 

- Washington. And there are other 
mi}liona whom, still maimed from cau- 
ses arising out of the war, are living 
examples of what warfare means to 
human beings. And echos are sure to 
resound those days during the war 
when almost everyone who was not 
serving in the armies or navy, was 
working with serious earnestness in 
the service that waa being conducted 
nt home by the Red Cross and other 
similar organizations.

We have called the reader's atten- 
tion to but two reasons for wanting 
the disarmament conference to be a 
success. We could add to these the 
tremendous destruction to property 
and may other reasons, but we are 
willing to ieave that matter for the 
individual to think of. 

Right now, we feel, is the time 
when every newspaper, magazine, 
preacher and every public school tea- 
cher and persons of large influence in 
the world should help to pave the way 
for the disarmament of all nations. 
The world will welcome the day when 
the swords shal} be beaten into plow- 
shares and the battleships converted 
into freighters all in peaceful activ- 
ities. 

From all sections of the world wili 
urise the prayers of the people that 
the disarmament conference that is to 


open in Washington ‘next Saturday, :

POLICIES OUTLINED, PROPOSALS 
LASHED IN SHAPE FOR BIG 
WORLD PROBLEM. 


FAR EAST QUESTION IMPORTANT 


Settlement of China's Plight Muat 
Precede Satlafactory Adjustment 


of Other Matters. { 


Washington.—The policies and pro- 
gram of the American delegation to 
the armament conference which opens 
this week, have assumed something 
like definite outline, and if the ex- 
pectations of official Washington are 
realized, the opening day of the con- 
ference will see a sequence of devel- 
opments something like this: 

Prsentation, at the outset, of a con- 
crete American plan for far-reaching 
reduction of naval armament. 

Consideration, along with this plan, 
of such troublesome problems of the 
far east as may naturally project 
themselves in the picture. 

Meantime, an effort by the United 
States, to keep the negotiations in the 
open so that public opinion may exert 
its pressure toward practical accom- 
plishment. 

U. S. “Means Business.” 


Salient features of the American 
naval armament proposal already 
have been established and although 
details remain to be fixed, there is 
reason to believe the reductions sug- 
gested will be sweeping enough to 
convince the whole world that the 
United States ‘means business” when 
it called the powers into conference. 

It would cause no surprise if the 
leading naval powers found it neces- 
sary to submit the plan of this gov- 
ernment to tong and careful study be- 
fore they determine on their course 
of action. Should the reductions pro- 
posed prove unacceptable, it is be- 
lieved Hkely the American delegates, 
having once taken the initiative, 
would invite the other powers to pres- 
ent in their turn some concrete coun- 
ter-proposal. 

Cards to Go On Table. 

All the evidences surrounding the 
conferences of the American Big Four 
with their naval advisers have point- 
ed to inclusion of a set of maximum 
reduction figures in the plan to be 
laid on the table by this government. 
No official has been willing to reveal 
any details of these figures, but there 
has been apparent a desire to lay bare 
at the very outset of the negotiations 
the full extent to which the United 
States would be willing to go in scal- 
ing down the world’s naval armament. 

The impression that such a method 
may not lead to an immediate agree 
ment has been given color by the ap- 
parent intention of some of the other 
powers to pursue a directly opposite 
course and enter the conference set- 
ting a high figure as the measure of 
the naval armament they consider 
requisite to their national safety. 
Japan already has indicated that she 


would suggest the necessity of main-: 


taining a navy equal to any which 


might enter her sphere in the far east, ; 


& proportion which naval experts say 
is well in excess of her present power.

Corn Silage Is Excellent Feed, but 
Not a Balanced One—~Legumes 
Furnish Protein. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


The best kinds of dry roughage for 
feeding dairy cows in connection win 
corn silage or roots are leguinineus 
bays, such as alfalfa, red, crimson, or 
alsike clover, and soy besn or cow- 
pea hay, in the opinion of experts of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. While corn silage ls an ex- 
cellent feed, it is not a bulauced one, 
ag it does not contain sufficient pru- 
tein and mineral matter to meet fully 
the requirements of the cow. The 
leguminous hays, in addition te be 
ing very palatable, tend to correct 
this deficiency, They are alsu amon 
the best and cheapest sources of 
protein, 

One or more of these hays can he 
grown on practically any farm. in 
addition to their value for feeding 
purposes, they improve the soll ty 
which they grow. Hay from Cunada 
fleld peas, sown with oats to preveit 
the peas from lodging, also makes 
an excellent roughage. 

Corn stover, sorghum, ete. alse 
find a good market through the dulry 
cow. This class of roughage is lew 
tn protein, however, and when it ts 
used the grain ration must be richer 
in this element. 

No positive rule can be laid down 
ag to the quantity of dry roughage 
that should be fed, but from 6 to 12 
pounds a day for each cow, In addition 
to siluge, will be found satisfactory 
{n most cases, 

When the dry roughage ts of poor 
quality, such ag coarse, woody hay or 
a@ poor grade of cornstalks, a large por- 
tion can often be given to advantage, 
allowing the cow to pick out the best 
and using the rejected part for bed- 
ding. With this quantity of dry rough- 
age the cow will take. according to

silage. ‘This may be considered as & 
guide for feeding, to apply when the 
roughuge Js grown on the farm. Wher 
everything has to be purchased, it 
is often more economical to limit 
the quantity of roughage fed and im 
crease the grain ration. 


RUNTY ANIMAL UNPROFITABLE. 


Undersized and Undeveloped Animals 
Usually Caused by Improper 
Care and Poor Feed. 
Nigeardly methods of feeding and 
earing for farm live steck are un- 
profitable. This ts one canclusion re 
suiting from an Inquiry conducted by 
the United States Departnent of Agri- 
culture Into the causes and preven- 
tlon of runtiness among farm = ani- 
mals. Seventy-five per cent of under- 
sized and undeveloped animals, ac 
rording to & summary of more than 
700 opinions advanced by live-stock 
owners, are due to inferior breeding, 
inadequate or unsuitable feed. and 
pests, such as parnsites and Insects. | 
The remedy i8 the better care of 
better stock, and the cost of this 
remedy, in the opinfon of practical 
farmers, is much cheaper than the ex- 
pense of continuing to ralse under- 
sized ond = slow-maturing domestic 
animals. “Better raise one good cow 
than two poor ones—a runt is nothing 
but expense al) its life.” This opinion, 
which is typlcal of many others, ta 
from a Michigan dalryman. A thrifty 
New Englander sums up sentiment on 
this topic with the remark, “I find I 
cannot cheat the animal without 

cheating myself.”
